The patentable novelty of new claims 68-71 has 
not been pointed out with respect to the state of the art disclosed by the references cited (see Teitelbaum (US 6,582,467)). While 
applicant's amendments to claims 37 and 55 overcome the rejections under 35 USC 102(b) over Beyar et al. (US 6,127,597), at least 
independent claims 37, 55 and 68 are anticipated by Teitelbaum et al. (art of record).
